CHICAGO, Feb. 2.—'rhe railroads reach- | 


ing the Atlantic seaboard and those which 
have their terminals at the Gulf ports are 
now fairly started on what may develop 
into one of the biggest rate wars in their 


history. So far the slashing of rates af- 
' fects only charges for carrying corn for 


export, but unless some settlement is ar- | 


rived at it is not unlikely that the trouble 
will extend to the rates on wheat and 
other grains as well. 

The rate for carrying corn from Omaha 
to the Atlantic seaboaru to-day 
the lowest point in the history of railroad- 
ing when a tariff was announced by the 
Burlington which makes the rate 
Omaha to New York 14% cents per 
pounds, which compares with a through 
rate of 25% a hundred, which was the 
charge before the war began. 
Was started by the Missouri Pacific, 
which announced a reduction of its rates 
from Omaha to New Orleans to 11 cents 
a hundred. The rate was 13% cents, but 
the Missouri Pacific was determined to 
ge: the business, and telegraphed to 
Washington that it had published a rate 
of 11 cents. 

At first the other Chicago lines were not 
willing to meet the Missouri Pacific’s rate 
and thus precipitate’ a general rate war, 
but when the Eastern lines authorized a 
cut all of them reduced their rates seven 
certs a hundred. The Burlington’s rate 
gocs this cut four cents better. 

The rate war is primarily due to the 
desire of the Southwestern lines to carry 


as much grain as possible for export via. | 


the Gulf ports. This tendency has been a 
matter of grave concern to all the Eastern 
lines and to the ports of the Atlantic 
Ccast for some years because port statis- 


tics show that the grain tonnage exported 


via. the Atlantic seaboard has been stead-} 


ily eaten into by the Gulf ports, including 
New Orleans, Galveston, and one or two 
other cities. 

When the Missouri Pacific announced 
its reduced rate on corn to the Gulf the 


Baltimore and Ohio and the Chesapeake ; 


and Ohio at once followed suit, and the 
other Eastern lines could not afford to 
let matters go. Up to a late hour to- 
night the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul had not followed the example of 
the Burlington in making the cut. The 
Rock Island, however, announced 
1% cents higher than thope of the Bur- 
lMngton. The rates of the latter now are 
as follows: Omaha to New York, 14% 
cents for 100 pounds; Omaha to Phila- 
deiphia, 14 cents; Omaha to Baltimore, 
18 cents; Omaha to New Orleans, 11 


cents; Omaha to Chicago, 8 cents; Omaha | 


to St. Louis, 5 cents. 


The Burlington's tariff to Chicago from | 


Omaha was formerly 11 cents, and to New 
York it was 25% cents.

Japan. It is higher than any of the 
other mountains in the chain that runs 
trom Lake Managua northward, and on 
a clear day its outlines form an attractive 
| picture for many miles. 

For the past year a hazy line of smoke 
has been issuing’ from the. peak, a sign 
| that the slumber of the giant might ter- 
minate. Planters, however, were reluct- 
ant to abandon their rich fincas, and the 
peons remained in the little pueblos that 
nestled about the base of the mountain. 

Officers and passengers of the City of 
| Sydney say the day was clear and there 
|; Was no wind blowing when a tongue“of 
flame shot out of Momotombo's apex. 
|The flame appeared to be five hundred 
|feet long. With it, mounting straight up 
|}to the sky, arose a cloud of jet black 
| smoke, rolling up in fast-whirling con- 
volutions as though forced from mighty 
| bellows. The whole sky was soon over- 
cast. 

But the black smoke did not obscure 
| the tongue of flame that stood HMke a 
| golden pillar. It seemed like some Solid 
| thing. The roar of the eruption was 

heard across the valley end mountain 
range clear to the sea. People in the 
streets of Corinto heard it, but the sight 
was more terrifying than the sound, and 
jthe Nicaraguans did ‘not hide their 
| anxiety. . 
A few minutes after the eruption siarted 
| telegrams began to be received at Corinto 
{from Leon, twelve miles from the vol- 
cano, saying that hundreds of natives 
| were fleeing in all directions from the 
neighborhood of the volcano. No particu- 
lars could be obtained, but the authori- 
; ties at Leon expressed the belief that a 
; Vast amount of damage would result from 
the eruption. No lava had begun to flow 
| 50 far as was known at Leon, nor had 
| pumice stone fallen, as was the case 
| when Santa Maria in Guatemala was 
|active two or three years ago. 
There. were violent earthquakes just be- 
fore the eruption. 

The City of Sydney left Corinto at 9 
o'cioeck that night, and until almost morn- 
ing was within sight of the magnificent 
spectacle of the eruption. 

Tne sight was more terrifying than 
during the day, for flames had broken 
out from the apex to the base and 
spread like a sheet over the cone, until 
the mountain looked like a pyramid bur- 
nished to the brightness of the sun. And 
stil the tongue of fiame reathed out 
toward the sky.

Big Door Smashed In—Sexton Called | 
Away by Odd Death of Friend 
on Way to Funeral. 


Men at work in the kitchen of the Hol- 
land House saw a coil of smoke coming 
out of a window of the chapel in the rear 
ef’ the Marble Collegiate Church, at 
Twenty-ninth Street and Fifth Avenue, 
at 7 o’clock last evening, and shouted to 
a man who was passing, asking him to 
find out whether there was really a fire 
in the church. The man went around the 
corner on Twenty-ninth Street, where he 
saw a tongue of flame licking up the 
walls of the Sunday school room at the} 
rear of the church, He ran to a fire-| 
alarm box,

clang of the fire bells and the rattle of the | 
engines startled the guests of the neigh- | 
boring hotels, many of whom left dinner | 
tables and hurried into the street. Deputy 
Fire Chief Langford and Battalion Chief 
Howe, who came with the engines, direct- ! 
ed the work of the firemen to the rear 
of the church, but finding they could not 
batter down the doors leading to the 
chapel raised ladders to the roof. 

Some one suggested that the sexton of | 
the church, A. V. Riggins, was in, the 
church. Chief Langford ordered a com- 
pany of his men to batter down the doors 
of one of the main entrances to. the 
chvrch. They found the massive doors | 
several inches thick and not of the sort 
to be easily smashed. Then an aitempt 
was made to find the sexton. One of 
his friends said that Mr. Riggins had 
gone down town to take charge of the 
body of T. De Witt Dunchee, sexton of 
the Collegiate Church, at. Seventy-sev- 
enth Street and West End Avenue, who | 
had dropped dead at the Breoklyn Bridge | 
entrance. } 
_ Meanwhile, after nearly a half hour, the | 
firemen smashed down the big door on 
Twenty-ninth Street. They found the 
flames in the rear of the edifice, in the | 
chapel and meeting room. Chief Lang- 
furd cautioned his men to shut off every 
approach to the church proper so that 
they might save the famous landmark. 
When this had been done two companies 
were put to work in the churchyard, on 
tne north side of the church, near the 
walls of the Holland House: In this | 
way, workin from the nortn side and 
toward the Twenty-ninth Street side, the 
firemen succeeded in keeping the flames | 
away from the Holland House, the walls 
ot_which were within ten feet of the fire. 

The fire which had eaten its way uy 
from the basement of the chapel extend- 
ed to the second floor to the lecture hall. | 
Here it burned away half of the floor | 
space and swept up the walls to the 
hanging ceiling at the church roof, where 
the firemen succeeded in checking the 
progress of the flames, Although the 
chapel and lecture hall were gutted very 
little damage was done to the church | 
proper by the flames. Smoke and wate: 
did damage there, however, amountine | 
to perhaps $1,500. Deputy Chief Lang- | 
ford complimented his men highly for 
saving the church. The total damage 
was more than 85,000, 

Chiet Langford said that the fire origi- 
nated in the basement and was probably 
caused by an overheated furnace. This 
set fire to the laths of the north wall and 
then the fire crept into the recesses be- 
tween the floors. It had probably been 
burning an hour when discovered. 

The Broadway line of cars was blocked | 
for almost an hour.

Pulitzer is alone responsible for the pres- 
ent delay. He regretted it at first, but 
in the time that has elapsed he has come 
to believe that in this case delay was not 
dangerous, but on the contrary fortunate.

HOW GROUT WOULD RUN CITY. 
Would Abolish. Aldermen and Have 
One Board Administer Affairs. 


Centroller Grout has evolved a new plan 
£ city government which he formally 
made public yesterday. According to the

| Plans of the Controller, the Board of Al- 
| dermen 


and all the other small boards 
ought to be abolished and their powers 
turned over to the Board of Estimate, 
which he would make practically the 
Board of Directors of the city. 

“I would abolish the Board of Alder- 
men,” he said, “ the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission, the Armory Board, the Board of 
Record—in fact, all boards except 
the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, and to that board I would give all 
the powers that are now scattered among 
the other boards. Yhen the city would 
have a responsible head, and we shou!d 
get something done.” 

“There should be more borough auton- 
he said, when asxed what he 
thought of the bills drafted to give addeé 
powers to the Borough Presidents and 
make each borough practically a city. 
The more local government we have the 
better for us, 

“What would you do with the Mayor? 
Would you. have him a mere figurehead! ”’ 
‘‘He would not be a figurehead. There 

a Governor for every State in the 
Union, and yet the President of the 
United States is not a figurehead. I do 
not believe that increasing the powers of 
the Borough Presidents and giving them 
the power of appointment in their own de- 
partments would increase the city pay- 
roll.”’ 

‘I think,” Mr. Grout continued, “it 
would be a good plan to vest all the pow- 


eis now enjoyed by the various boards in 
a Board of Directors for the city. This 
would practically be the Board of Esti- 
mate as at present constituted, with the 
addition of four or five others to be 
elected by the city at large. There could 
be a meeting of this council every day, 
and no more time would be taken up than 
is now wasted by the different boards."

Court Ordered Grand Larceny Charge 
Against George Blair. 


George Plair, Superintendent of the Out-

Dr. Packer gave Blair $450 in cash, and 
about $3.000 worth of jewelry. Mrs.

‘ast while the other policeman struck 
him repeatedly in the face. Brophy’s face 
was also damaged, and he said Muller 
had assaulted him. 

Muller said that while returning from 
a bowling club with his wife at 1:15 
o'clock they came upon Brophy at Am- 
sterdam Avenue and One Hundred and 
Twenty-sixth Street, who, as they passed, 
lurched against Muller. Hot words fol- 
lowed, and the policeman-seized Muller. 
The baker got away, ani had returned 
to his rooms, he said, when_ Brophy 
ysushed in after pounding on the door, 
Mrs. Muller corroborated her husband’s 
evidence. 

“If this is true,’’ said Magistrate Breen,

ever been before me. God help the cit- 
izens of this city if the police can force 
their way into private houses and assault 
the occupants.’

OLD SUBWAY SCHEDULE 
RESUMED; MEN CONTENT 


Concession to Interborough Em- 
ployes Stops Strike Talk. 


UNIONS ASSERT VICTORY 


Arrangement Is Temporary, and Will 
Be Succeeded March 1 by Plan 
Originally Agreed On. 


For the second time within a week a 
threatened strike among the employes on 
the Subway has been averted. Further 
than to assert that all differences that 
have existed between the Interborough 
Company and its employes had been ami- 
cably settled, General Manager Frank 
Hedley would have nothing to say after 
a two hours’ conference yesterday with 
the Grievance Committee and its associ- 
ated representatives from the three unions 
having members in the employ of the 
company, either on the elevated or Sub- 
way divisions. 

Representatives of the men who had 
been threatening a strike would say noth- 
ing except ‘‘ we have gained all our de- 
mands and scored another victory.’”’ In 
what the victory consisted they did not 
state. 

All the trouble was over the question of 
train schedules, the men alleging they 
could not get the ‘‘rest” they desired, 
and to which they were entitled, under 
the new schedule recently put in force. 
Under their agreement at the time of 
opening the Subway the men say they 
were. to work ten hours a day, this includ- 
ing a half hour for lunch. Between trains 
they have a “ lay-off’’—by custom—of 
about fifteen minutes, this having been 
adopted as a means of giving the motor- 
men the necessary relief from the nervous 
strain to which they are subjected in 
running the trains, watching signals, and 
other necessary wear and tear to which 
the other trainmen are not. subjected. But 
trainmen were allowed to lay off with 
their motormen. The result has been that 
the men never at any time have had to 
do over eight hours a day of actual train 
service, the rest of the time being con- 
sumed in ‘ rest.’’ 

As a matter of fact, the schedule shows 
that the actual service performed for the 
road in running trains varies from seven 
hours and eleven minutes for the motor- 
men to seven hours and forty-two minutes 
for the train guards, provided the trains 
are run on time. The company has com- 
plained that the men ‘“ soldier’ with their 
trains so that the running time is not ac- 
cording to schedule, and in this way try 
to lessen even these short hours of serv- 


ice. The ‘“ soldiering’’ the men deny, but 
they do not allege that, if the schedule is 
lived up to, any of them have to do more 
than eight hours of actual work per day. 

As they declared that they had to make 
one more trip a day in the eight hours of 
actual work under the new schedule than 
under the old one that has been in force 
since the Subway was opened, the new 
schedule will be abandoned after Monday 
next, and the old one will be substituted 
until March 1. At that time a new ar- 
rangement for the operation of the road 
will go into effect under the agreement 
made when the Subway was opened. 

That is the point the men have gained. 
They do not assert that they are any bet- 
ter off than they were before the strike 
talk began, but say they have won a 
“moral victory’’ in getting their own 
way in having the present schedule abol- 
shed. 


BROOKLYN’S TRANSIT WOES. 


Working Girls Voiced None, but Citi- 
zens Told of Many. 


The State Railroad Commission, which 
has been hearing the complaints and pro- 
tests of Brooklynites against the service 
furnished by the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Corapany, held another session last night 
in the Kings County Court House. It 
was called especially to give working wo- 
men and girls an opportunity ty voice 
their grievances and opinions anent the 
road. Looking over the room, the Com- 
missioners saw just two women present. 
There was a big crowd of men, .Owever, 
some of them workingmen, and these 
kept the Commissioners sitting for sev- 
eral hours listening to the thines they had 


to sav about the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Company. Some of the complaints caused 
lavghter in the crowd and brought smiles 
to the faces of the Commissioners. Presi- 
dent Winter of the Rapid Transit Com- 
pany attended and sat through the hear- 
ing. 

Po a statement by Cornelius M. Sheehan 
that the Kings County Elevated Railroad 
structure was unsafe, Henry W. Hodge, 
who Said he had been a civil engineer for 
twenty years, and was now in the employ 
of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company, 
replied that in 1899 and 1908 he made thor- 
ough examination of the Kings County 
structure and each time found it perfectly 
safe. 

Charles M. Higgins of the Manufact- 
urers’ Association spoke of what he de- 
scribed as flagrant violation of the laws 
against overcrowding. H. D. Dumont of 
the Merchants’ Association of New York 
said that in no other city in the country 
were the natural conditions so bad for 
rapid transit as in Brooklyn.

Offer of Gates Avenue Line to 
Rapid Transit Commission. 


ROAD’S PLANS SUBMITTED 


Interborough Company Makes Stand 
for Slot Machines—Sixth Ave- 
nue Franchise Passed. 


Most important of the matters brought 


out at the meeting of the Board of Rapid | 
Transit Commissioners yesterday was the | 
offer, on behalf of a number of capital- | 


ists in the Gates Avenue section of Brook- 
lyn, including the Bedford, Stuyvesant, 
Bushwick, and Brownsville districts, to 


lease and operate a Gates Avenue Sub-| 


way, providing a franchise was granted. 
for a fare of three cents. 
A. Stewart Walsh made the proposition, 


and guaranteed that the company should 
be organized and continued as an op- 
erating company without a dollar of 
water in its stock. ‘The proposed line 
would start from Flatbush Avenue and 
Fulton Street, where connections could 
be made with the Subway now building, 
and run through Gates Avenue to Broad- 
way, and thence to East New York, end- 
ing at some point in the Brownsville dis- 
trict, probably Belmont Avenue. 

The plan for this extension was worked 
out by Peter A. Nostrand, a Brooklyn 
engineer, who estimated the cost of con- 
struction and equipment, ready for oper 
ation, at between seven and eight million 
dollars. The route, he said, would ac- 
commodate about one-third of all the in 
habitants of the present Borough of 
Brooklyn. It would be through a thor- 
ona built-up district, serving actual 
residents in a district where there was 
scarcely a plot of vacant land. He 
thought that if a spur was built from 
this line down Broadway to the Will 
ijamsburg Bridge, and possibly extended 
further out toward Brownsville, it would 
make a perfect line for connection be 
tween the Williamsburg Bridge and Ja- 
ma:ca, if extension into Queens Borough 
should be deemed desirable. 

August Belmont, as President of the In- 
terborough Company, informed the Rapid 
Transit Board by letter that he had been 
advised by counsel that the installation 
of slot and weighing machines in the Sub- 
way did not interfere with the public use 
of the stations, and therefore he could not 
comply with its request to have them re- 
moved. He had, however, 
the installation of stands for the sale of 
flowers and cigars be stopped. Controller 
Grout, who originally brought up the 


matter, did not believe that the operating | 


company had a right to install the ob- 
jectionable machines, and on his sugges 
tion a resolution was passed arene their 
removal within ten days. If this is not 
done the counsel to the board was in- 
structed to ‘nstitute suit to test the ques- 
tion as to the right of the operating com- 
vary 4o maintain stands of any sort in the 
stations. Controller Grout also called at- 
tention to the fact that nothing had been 
done by Mr. Belmont toward removing 
advertising signs, and the Secretary was 
instructed to secure a definite statement 
as to what the Interborough Company 
proposed to do about the matter. 

Ai the request of the Board of Alder- 
men, and in accordance with a _ resolu- 
tion adopted by it at its meeting on 
Tuesday, the terms of the contract with 
the New York and Jersey Railway Com- 
pany, which is to build the Sixth Ave- 
nue and Ninth Street extensions of 
the Subway, were changed so as to ac- 
knowledge the power of the President of 
the Borough of Manhattan over certain 
portions of thé work. Controller Grout 
explained that this was merely a recog- 
nition of the rights of the city in the 
construction of the tunnels, George L. 
Rives of counsel for the board explained 
that it gave to the Borough President no 
powers that he did not at present have 
under the charter, and therefore as it 
wat a merely formal matter he had 
amended the franchise contract so that it 
read exactly as does that of the Pennsyl- 
vania Company, This, Alderman Timothy 
P.. Sullivan said, would be pertectly satis- 
factory to the Board of Aldermen, and 
the franchise as amended was passed. 


Edward I. Stover, representing the Uni- | 


versity Settlement and the people of 
the east side of the city generally, said 
that he wished to protest on their behalf 
against the erection of the elevated road 
that had been proposed to connect the 
Brooklyn bridges cn the east side of the 
city.
